THE GOVERNMENT POUCY 


TO THE ELECTORS OF VICTORIA 

Abont leven month* a^Oi Hon. W. t. fM^ng, Dominion Finsnno Minister, 
in the Home of Conunoni announced the tenni of tn afreement entered into 
by the goveriunenU of Canada and the United States for reciprocal trade rela¬ 
tions between both countries. This agreement, which was to be brought into 
force b^ special legislation in each counter, provided for the entire removal of 


emtoms dutiM on products of the farm,' fish, certain products of the forest, 


coke and a few other specified items imported into the United State* from Can¬ 
ada and into Canada from the United States, and the lotvering of dnties by 
both coimtr,nTto s common basis'on a number of articles set forth'~!n' tk* 
schedules contai ned in the official itatemont of the negotiations. 

The finance Minister‘s'aimonucement was received with marked satis¬ 
faction. not only in the House of Commons, but throughout the country gener¬ 
ally. Prominent Comervative newspapers like the Toronto News, the Ottawa 
Cltiien and Journal, and the Kingston Standard commented on the vaiioiis 
satisfactory features of the agreement. At the time it was not generally ex¬ 
pected that the agreement wb^ld be seriomly opposed by the Conservative 
party in the House or country in view of the historic fact that reciprocity in 
natural product* between Canada and the United States was for more than 
thirty years a cardinal plank in the fiscai policy of their party. 

Variom powerful high 'protectionists in Montreal and Toronto, however, 
fearing that rbciprocity in natural product* would be followed by a demand on 
the part of the farmers for a removal of the dnties on the manufactured pro¬ 
ducts in which they were Ihiancially Interested, exerted pressure upon Mr. Bor¬ 
den rmd his followers, who thereupon began to oppose the arrangement. By 
doing so they abandoned the policy of Sir'Jolm A. Macdonald, Sir Leonard 
Tilley, Sir John Thompson and Sir Charles Tapper, and threw overboard the 
"natural product" clause in their National Policy and Tariff Act. 

At the beginning of thd opposition an attempt was mads by the Conserva- 
tivs Isadsr and foUowsrs to critidse the agreement from an economic stand-

point, bnt this was found to be futile, as the economic advantages to be derived 
by Canada irom the arraagnusnt were quite o b viou s , so they sUfted thoir 
ground, and, following the lead of the high protectionist Montreal Star, owmed 
by Sir Hugh Oraham. they had rooourse to the ridieulons and at the tame time 
insulting cry of annaxation. 

The government, detiroua of giving the arrangement a trial, made every 
legitimate effort consistent with the roles of the House to have the matter 
brongbt to a vote. It wraa clear, however, that the ‘agreement wat to be ol>- 
stmeted. Conservative speakers tn tbs Commons, their wrriters. ip the press 
and the influences in Montreal and Toronto which dominated their policy, 
made it quite apparent that obstructive tactics would be employed to^force an 
appeal to the country Mr. Borden, during his western tonr, stated at ssveral 
,'>oints that the opposition would compel the Prime Minister to dissolve pariia- 
ment.on this qu e st i on . On the other band the government did not dmire to 
have an election until after redistribntion which would give the West a larger 
representation in the House, and there .was no doubt that if the agreement had 
bees voted upon and passed in Parliament an election would have followed 
redistribntion tome time next year. However, obstruction continued snd jpr 
Wilfrid had no recourse other thsa to sppeal'to the country. Hence the pres¬ 
ent electibn. ...
